BYU  has  publicly 
challenged  certain  regulations 
of  the  Health,  Education  and 
Welfare  Department’s  act 
dealing  with  sex 
discrimination  in  education. 

In  a  press  conference 
Thursday,  Pres.  Dallin  H. 
Oaks  said  the  university 
would  oppose  portions  of  six 
of  the  43  sections  of  HEW’s 
controversial  Title  IX 
regulations. 

The  press  conference  was 
held  in  conjunction  with  the 
publishing  of  a  public  notice 
required  by  the  regulations. 
Sunday  is  the  deadline  for 
publishing  the  notice,  which 
states  the  university’s  policies 
for  compliance  with  the 
regulations. 

BYU’s  statement,  which 
will  be  published  in  Salt  Lake 
papers  Saturday  and  the 
Provo  Daily  Herald  Sunday 
and  in  Tuesday’s  Universe, 
states  that  BYU  does  not 
discriminate  on  the  basis  of 
sex  among  students  or 
employes,  and  lists  the  six 
regulations  it  will  not  comply 
with. 

The  press  conference 
followed  a  closed  faculty 
meeting  in  which  Pres.  Oaks 
first  told  BYU  faculty  what 


portions  of  the  regulations 
were  being  opposed  by  BYU. 

Pres.  Oaks  said  BYU 
challenged  the  legality  and 
constitutionality  of  the 
regulations  “because  they 
exceed  the  statutory 
authority  of  the  department 
and  infringe  on  religious 
freedom  and  other 
constitutional  rights.” 

He  stressed  that  the 
university  was  not  challenging 
the  law  itself,  but  the 
regulations  prepared  by  HEW 
which  are  based  on  the  law. 

“We  do  not  want  to  be 
misunderstood  on  what  we 
are  challenging  and  what  we 
are  not  challenging.  We  are 
not  challenging  an  act  of 
Congress,”  he  said. 

Pres.  Oaks  continued, 
“What  we  are  challenging  are 
portions  of  six  of  the  43 
sections  of  the  regulations 
issued  by  an  executive 
department  upon  the 
purported  authority  of  37 
words  in  a  statute.” 

The  1972  law  upon  which 
the  regulations  are  based 
states  than  no  person  in  the 
United  States  shall  be 
excluded  from  participation 
in,  denied  the  benefit  of,  or 
subjected  to  discrimination 
on  the  basis  of  sex  “under 
any  education  program  or 
activity  receiving  federal 


financial  assistance.” 

The  term  federal  financial 
assistance  has  been  construed 
by  HEW  to  mean  any 
university  where  any  student 
received  federal  funds,  such 
as  the  GI  bill  or  federally 
insured  loans. 

Pres.  Oaks  said  at  the  press 
conference  that  BYU  policies 
“are  already  consistent  with 
the  regulations  in  most 
“respects”  and  fully  supports 
the  goal  of  equal  opportunity 
for  men  and  women  in 
education  and  employment. 

He  said  the  university 
would  do  all  it  could 
implement  this  goal,  but  that 
where  “they  prohibit  or 
interfere  with  the  teaching  or 
practice  of  high  moral 
principles,  we  will  not  follow 
them.” 

Pres.  Oaks  said,  “BYU  has 
tradionally  refused  all  federal 
grants  and  has  limited  its 
receipt  of  federal  funds  to  a 
few  programs  in  which  the 
government  receives  a  service 
equal  in  value  to  its 
payment.” 

He  said  that  the  amount  of 
research  contracts  by  the 
university  are  “minimal  by 
comparison  with  any  other 
institution  our  size.” 

The  largest  financial  tie 
BYU  has  with  the  federal 
government  is  the  “several 


thousand  students”  who  are 
receiving  direct  federal 
financial  aid  in  the  form  of 
federally-guaranteed  loans, 
Basic  Education  Opportunity 
Grants,  veterans  benefits  and 
a  variety  of  survival  benefits 
under  the  Social  Security 
laws.  ' 

Pres.  Oaks  said  he  was 
hopeful  that  these  sources  of 
financial  funds  would  not  be 
affected  by  BYU’s  position 
because  “we  believe  in  the 
legality  of  our  position.”  But 
he  said  that  BYU’s  position 
might  possibly  have  an  effect 
on  these  funds. 

“We  are  hopeful  that  the 
responsible  government 
officials  will  not  see  fit  to 
penalize  the  students  in 
response  to  this  redefinition 
of  an  historic  position  of  the 
university,”  he  said. 

The  six  portions  of  the 
regulations  that  are 
considered  unlawful  by  the 
university  are  outlined  in  the 
advertisement  giving  the 
university’s  position.  They 
are: 

-BYU  will  not  follow  the 
provisions  of  the  regulations 
to  the  extent  that  they 
prohibit  inquiries  into  or 
actions  based  upon  marital  or 
parental  status,  pregnancy  or 
termination  of  pregnancy  of 
present  or  prospective 


students  or  employes.  Pres. 
Oaks  said  that  BYU’s 
adherence  to  church 
standards  of  sexual  morality 
are  necessary  to  “create  or 
enforce  the  moral  climate  we 
desire  at  BYU.”  He  said  the 
standards  of  sexual  behavior 
are  identical  for  both  sexes. 

-BYU  will  not  consider  the 
regulations  to  apply  to 
programs  that  are  not  covered 
in  the  language  of  the 
regulations,  which  refers  to 
“any  education  program  or 
activity  receiving'  federal 
financial  assistance.” 

—The  university  will  notify 
HEW  that  it  is  exempt  from 
certain  regulations  on  the 
ground  of  religious  belief,  as 
provided  in  the  regulations. 
Pres.  Oaks  said  that  BYU 
believed  the  Constitution 
forbids  HEW  from  ruling  on  . 
the  content  or  sincerity  of 
religious  belief. 

—  Dress  standards  will 
continue  to  be  enforced  on 
campus  because  “we  believe 
that  differences  in  dress  and 
grooming  of  men  and  women 
are  proper  expressions  of 
God-given  differences  in  the 
sexes.  We  will  not  be 
prescribed  into  a  unisex 
standard  of  appearance,” 
Pres.  Oaks  said. 

—Some  of  the  regulations 
are  vague  and  the  university 


will  implement  them 
according  to  a  broad 
interpretation. 

-Although  BYU  will  treat 
the  sexes  without 
discrimination  in  any 
federally  financed  student  aid 
programs  and  in  the 
university’s  own  financial  aid 
programs,  the  HEW 
regulations  would  require 
BYU  to  breach  agreements 
with  previous  donors,  who 
have  indicated  the  sex  of  the 
recipients  of  the  funds.  The 
university  will  continue  to 
administer  existing  and  future 
privately  financed  student  aid 
according  to  the  conditions 
imposed  by  the  donors. 

One  of  the  biggest 
controversies  created  by  the 
Title  IX  regulations  has  been 
the  effect  on  college  athletics. 
The  regulations  require 
reasonable  opportunities  for 
athletic  scholarships  and 
participation  for  women. 

With  regard  to  athletics, 
Pres.  Oaks  said,  “Our 
women’s  athletic  programs 
are  among  the  best  in  the 
nation.  We  are  confident  that 
our  voluntary  efforts  to 
improve  athletic 
opportunities  for  women  will 
meet  or  exceed  the 
requirements  of  the

He  said  publishers  quote  only  retail  prices 
when  selling  to  the  bookstore.  They  then 
give  a  20  per  cent  discount  on  texts 
purchased.  Utley  said  three  per  cent  of  the 
retail  price  pays  frei^t  costs. 

Other  expenses  involved  in  selling  text 
books  amount  to  23  per  cent  of  their  retail 
price.  Utley  said  the  bookstore  ther-efore 
takes  a  six  per  cent  loss  on  texts  sold. 

Lewis  responded  to  questions  about 
bookstore  profits.  He  said  reports  of  profits 
are  given  the  board  of  directors,  the 
university  administration  and  the  board  of 
trustees.  The  reports  are  not  published, 
however. 

Utley  said  the  bookstore  is  entirely 
self-sustaining.  It  receives  no  appropriated 
funds  from  the  university.

Legal  processes  that  may 
seem  like  unnecessary 
restrictions  are  important, 
according  to  Carl  S.  Hawkins, 
acting  dean  of  the  J.  Reuben 
Clark  Law  School,  who  will 
speak  at  Tuesday’s  forum  in 
the  Marriott  Center. 

Hawkins  will  speak  about 
What  he  referred^ to  as  the 
“process  perspective”  and 
how  the  gospel  relates  to  it. 

He  said  legal  processes  seem 
“especially  threatening  to 
some  LDS  students,  who 
think  of  law  as  a  code  of 
prescriptions  and  poscriptions 
to  govern  every  situation  in 
life.” 

He  continued,  “Much  of 
the  gospel  is  really  a  process 
for  individual  decision¬ 
making  and  problem-solving, 
rather  than  a  statuatory  code 
of  answers.” 

Hawkins  said  that  some 
areas  of  the  law  are  better 
understood  as  a 
conflict-resolution  process, 
rather  than  as  a  set  of 
prescribed  rules.

Telephone  lines  will  be 
busier  than  usual  during  the

Calls  will  be  made  from 
6-9:30  p.m.  Tuesday  through 
Oct.  24,  then  at  the  same 
time  Oct.  27-31. 

Taylor  pointed  out  that 
BYU  is  seeking  to  raise  $20 
million  this  year  to  launch  its 
second  century  and  advance 
educational  excellence, 
including  the  new  library 
addition,  an  endowed 
institute  of  family  research 
and  increased  assistance  and 
scholarships  for  students. 

BYU-Hawaii  has  more  than 
1,000  students  from  34 
foreign  countries  and  the 
mainland  giving  its 
studentbody  the  number  one 
ranking  among  four-year 
colleges  with  the  highest 
percentage  of  international 
students.  Its  primary  needs 
include  student  loans, 
scholarships  and  travel  money 
in  order  to  help  students 
from  great  distances  to  get  to 
the  campus.

WASHINGTON  -  In  a  major  step  toward  the  use  of 
artificial  hearts,  the  government  has  approved  the  first 
human  experiments  using  a  mechanical  device  to  help  out  the 
heart’s  main  pumping  chamber. 

The  National  Heart  and  Lung  Institute  said  approval  of 
human  clinical  trials  marks  a  significant  milestone  toward  the 
goal  of  artificial  heart  implants,  since  the  sophisticated 
pumps  operate  on  the  same  principle  to  circulate  the  blood.

He  was  a 
man  of  such  transparent  and 
natural  goodness  that  his 
students  gained  not  only 
knowledge,  but  character, 
which  is  better  than 
knowledge.”

“We  just  had  to  get  that 
one  tonight,”  said  Dwight 
Evans,  who  had  a  two-rim 
triple  which  tied  the  score  2-2 
in  Boston’s  five-run  fourth 
inning. 

“We  were  up,”  the  Boston 
right  fielder  said.  “We  all 
knew  we  got  beaten  by  the 
umpire  Tuesday  night  when 
he  didn’t  call  interference  on 
the  bunt  in  the  10th  inning. 
However,  we  forgot  about 
that  and  went  out  and  played 
hard.”# 

Tiant,  an  18-game  winner 
who  beat  Oakland  in  the 
American  League  playoff  and 
then  shut  out  Cincinnati  last 
Saturday,  made  the  Perils  of 
Pauline  look  like  child’s  play. 
He  went  the  route  in  what 
Carl  Yastrzemski  called  “one 
of  the  most  courageous 
performances  I’ve  ever  seen.” 

Johnson  had  planned  to 
pitch  southpaw  Bill  Lee 
tonight  in  the  event  that 
Tiant  had  lost.

BYU  volleyball  player 
Dennis  Largey  had  no  idea 
what  the  Mormon  religion 
entailed  until  he  went  to  the 
Church  College  of  Hawaii 
(now  the  BYU-Hawaii 
Campus).

“Marriage  stabilizes  a 
person,”  he  said.  “I  feel  like 
I’m  better  this  year  in  some 
ways  than  last  year.” 

Largey  said  he  doesn’t  like 
to  be  away  from  his  wife  for 
very  long.  Kris  said,  “The 
game  takes  him  away,  but  I 
go  with  him  when  1  can.  1  like 
to  watch  him^  play.  It’s  an 
exciting  sport.” 

Largey  is  a  graduate 
student  in  physical  education. 


At  one  time,  he  said,  he 
thought  about  playing 
professional  volleyball, 
“especially  with  the 
expanding  league,  but  since 
joining  the  church,  my  ideas 
have  changed.  1  feel  that  I’m 
supposed  to  be  a  teacher.”  He 
plans  on  teaching  LDS 
institute  courses. 

Coach  Carl  McGown  said  of 
Largey,  “He  is  a  complete 
player.

Largey  says  he  feels  one  of 
his  strengths  in  volleyball  is 
spiking.  “It’s  been  effective,” 
he  said.

He  added  that  “the  player 
personnel  this  year  is  not  as 
strong  as  other  years,  but 
how  the  team  will  do  depends 
a  lot  on  the  effectiveness  of 
the  coach.

Elk  and  duck  season  began 
recently,  and  deer  hunting 
begins  Saturday  for  most  of 
Utah  County.  Chances  are, 
not  only  deer  will  lose  their 
lives,  but  hunters  as  well. 

The  Utah  Hunter  Safety 
Law  program  which  started 
late  in  the  1950s  was 
formulated  to  limit  the 
number  of  accidents, 
according  to  Dennis  Shirley, 
Provo’s  regional  information 
and  law  enforcement  officer. 

“It  requires  all  juvenile 
hunters  under  the  age  of  21 
to  hold  a  Certificate  of 
Competency,  or  hunter  safety 
card,  before  they  are  allowed 
a  hunting  license,”  he  said. 

“To  qualify  for  a  license,” 
added  Shirley,  “one  must 
complete  any  Utah  Hunter 
Training  Course  which 
includes  eight  hours  of  gun 
safety  training,  one  hour  of 
survival  training,  and  one 
hour  of  conservation 
training.” 

Shirley  continued,  “The 
program  has  greatly  reduced 
the  number  of  accidents. 
Where  there  used  to  be 


several  hundred  accidents 
there  are  only  a  few  each 
year.” 

In  1957  there  were  126 
hunting  accidents  in  Utah,  93 
accidents  by  juveniles,  and  22 
deaths.  ^ 

Since  then  accidents  and 
deaths  have  steadily 
decreased  as  the  number  of 
trained  instructors  and 
trained  hunters  has  increased. 

In  1974  there  were  14 
accidents,  seven  by  juvenile, 
and  four  deaths. 

In  1957,  only  726  hunters 
were  trained  in  the  safety 
course,  compared  with  nearly 
260,000  today. 

Here  are  some  safety  rules 
taught  in  the  course: 

—Always  treat  the  gun  as  if 
it  were  loaded.  Keep  it 
empty,  with  the  action  open 
whenever  possible,  except 
when  ready  to  shoot. 

—Always  keep  the  muzzle 
pointed  away  from  anything 
not  intended  as  a  target. 
Know  what  is  being  shot  at. 

—Keep  in  mind  that  even  a 
.22  rifle  bullet  will  carry  up 
to  a  mile,  and  may  ricochet, 
even  off  of  water. 

—The  law  requires  hunters 
to  wear  a  minimum  of  400 


square  inches  of  “hunter 
orange”  flourescent  material 
on  the  head,  chest  and  back. 
Other  red  and  yellow  colors 
do  not  comply  with  this 
regulation. 

Hunter  safety  courses  in 
Utah  County  continue  until 
Nov.  20  at  various  locations. 
To  find  out  locations,  contact 
the  Utah  Division  of  Wildlife 
Resources.

ENCINO,  Calif.  (AP)  - 
Wilt  Chamberlain  and  New 
York  Knicks  President 
Michael  Burke  will  meet 
Friday  to  discuss  a  contract 
for  the  7-foot-2  center  to 
again  play  in  the  National 
Basketball  Association. 

However,  Wilt’s  attorney 
said  Wednesday  that  “it’s 
now  a  question  of  motivating 
Wilt  to  play  ball  again.  We 
never  said  Wilt  was  going  to 
play  again.  What  we  wanted 
was  the  freedom  to  choose 
what  to  do.” 

The  statement  by  Sy 
Goldberg  was  not  as 


optimistic  as  the  statement 
by  NBA  Commissioner  Larry 
O’Brien,  who  said  Wednesday 
he  expects  the  Knicks  and 
Los  Angeles  Lakers  to  resolve 
their  battle  for  Chamberlain. 

Wilt  was  to  return  from  a 
vacation  late  today.  Goldberg 
said  Burke  will  be  here  to  talk 
contract  Friday. 

“Until  this  time,  they  (the 
Knicks)  weren’t  even  willing 
to  suggest  a  number  they 
were  willing  to  pay  him.  They 
know  what  Wilt  was  making 
with  the  Lakers. 

“Frankly,  I  think  it’ll  take 
a  hell  of  a  lot  of  money  to 


move  him  off  that  beach  and 
off  that  mountain,”  Goldberg 
said.  Chamberlain  loves  to 
play  volleyball  at  the  beach 
and  would  rather  not  leave 
his  $1.5  million  house  atop  a

MEXICO  CITY  (AP)  - 
BYU  track  coach  Jay 
Silvester  placed  third  in  the 
discus  competition  at  the  Pan 
American  Games  in  Mexico 
City,  following  only  three 
days  of  practice  after  his 
arrival  in  the  Mexican  capital. 
Teammate  John  Powell  took 
first. 

Meanwhile,  Joao  Oliveira,  a 
slender,  happy-go-lucky 
Brazilian,  shattered  the  world 
triple  jump  record,  leaping  58 
feet  8'A  inches. 

Oliveira’s  jump  obliterated 
the  world  mark  of  57-2%,  set 
by  Viktor  Sanayev  of  the 
Soviet  Union,  Oct.  17,  1972. 

The  Brazilian’s  jump,  of 
course,  also  bettered  the  Pan 
Am  Games  record  of  57-1 
established  by  Pedro  Perez  of 
Cuba  in  1971. 

Earlier  in  the  Games, 
Oliveira  had  won  the  long 
jump  gold  medal. 

Oliveira’s  performance 
completely  overshadowed  the 
day’s  other  finals,  two  of 
which  resulted  in  gold  medals 
for  Americans  John  Powell 
and  Kathy  Weston. 

Powell,  the  world  record 
holder  in  the  discus  with  a 
toss  of  226  feet  8  inches 
earlier  this  year,  settled  for  a 
Pan  Am  Games  record  of 
204-.7  in  winning  the  gold 
medal.  His  throw  surpassed 
the  games  mark  of  204-2  by 
American  Dick  Drescher  at 
the  19  7  1  Pan  Am 
competition  in  Cali, 
Colombia. 

Powell,  a  policeman  from 
Cupertino,  Calif.,  and  his 
discus  teammate  Jay 
Silvester,  the  38-year-old 
veteran  from  Orem,  did  not 
have  much  practice  in  Mexico 
City,  arriving  here  only 
Monday  night. 

Silvester  finished  third  with 
a  toss  of  196-3,  two  inches 
behind  Julian  Morrinson  of 
Cuba.

Brigham  Young  University 


BYU  challenging 
six  rules,  not  law 


Pres.  Dallin  H.  Oaks  spoke  out  clearly  Thursday  as  he 
outlined  BYU’s  reasons  for  challenging  parts  of  several 
Health,  Education  and  Welfare  Department  regulations 
banning  discrimination  on  the  basis  of  sex. 

However,  he  may  be  misunderstood  by  some. 

Misunderstanding  can  occur  because  the  announcement 
may  be  viewed  under  the  distorting  influence  of  an 
extremely  emotional  issue— the  current  feminist  movement 
and  women’s  rights.  Misunderstandings  can  come  because 
some  individuals  consciously  choose  to  distort  the  president’s 
words  and  intentions.  Finally,  the  announcement  may  be 
misunderstood  because  individuals  are  uninformed  or 
misinformed. 

The  public,  and  especially  LDS  Church  members,  needs  to 
keep  clearly  in  mind  what  Pres.  Oaks’  announcement  means 
and  what  it  does  not  mean.  He  was  careful  when  making  his 
announcement  to  spell  out  several  thiiigs  that  bear  repeating 
here. 

The  university’s  decisions  to  challenge  parts  of  the  anti-sex 
discrimination  regulations  may  be  pointed  to  by  some  as  an 
indication  that  BYU  is  against  the  efforts  of  women  to 
achieve  equal  opportunity  and  treatment. 

An  advertisement  scheduled  to  be  published  by  the 
university  in  local  newspapers  states  that  BYU  has  corrected 
“any  past  policy  or  practice  of  the  university  which  may 
have  implied  discrimination  on  the  basis  of  sex.” 

During  the  past  few  years,  the  university  has  moved  to 
award  scholarships  without  discrimination,  to  give  greater 
financial  support  to  women’s  athletic  programs  and  to  open 
to  women  equal  opportunities  for  advancement  and  pay  on 
campus.  Housing  regulations  for  women  are  no  longer  more 
restrictive  than  those  ,for  men.  Pres.  Oaks  announced 
Thursday.

Some  individuals  may  distort  the  university’s  action  and 
make  it  out  to  be  defiance  of  the  law  or  civil  disobedience. 

The  university  is  not  challenging  the  law  passed  by 
legislators  and  upheld  by  the  courts.  The  challenge  is  to 
sections  of  . a  set  of  regulations  drawn  up  by  a  federal  agency. 
This  distinction  is  an  important  one. 

HEW’s  regulations  are  based  on  37  words  in  the  federal 
Civil  Rights  Act  prohibiting  discrimination  on  the  basis  of 
sex.  Parts  of  some  sections  of  the  12,000-word  set  of  HEW 
regulations  go  beyond  the  statutory  authority  of  that  agency 
and  infringe  on  BYU’s  constitutional  rights,  the  university 
contends. 

BYU’s  leaders  believe  the  university’s  position  is  lawful  and 
constitutional,  and  they  have  agreed  to  comply  with  any 
regulatiqns  which  the  courts  finally  uphold  as  lawful. 

Because  of  the  significance  of  the  action  taken  by  the 
university,  students  and  employes  should  take  time  to  inform 
themselves. 

The  advertisement  to  be  published  in  local  newspapers 
including  the  Universe  outlines  the  position  of  the  university 
in  detail.  Each  individual  should  read  it  and  become  familiar 
with  it.  Copies  of  the  HEW  regulations  are  available  in  the 
library. 

Discussion  about  the  regulations  and  the  reactions  to 
BYU’s  challenge  is  likely  to  be  with  us  for  some  time. 

Lack  of  information  and  misinformation  should  not  distort 
on-campus  discussion  of  the  issues  or  the  answers  to 
questions  from  those  off  campus.

Join  family-building  movement 


I  truly  enjoyed  a  speech 
given  in  the  Forum  Assembly 
on  feminism.  The  speaker 
(Elouise  Bell)  provided  us 
with  relatively  mild 
definitions,  yet  she  was  firm 
in  her  beliefs  and  dedication. 
She  was  challenging,  the 
slightest  bit  controversial  and 
charming.  But  now  that  it  is 
over,  I  feel  the  need  to  share 
some  disturbing  thoughts 
about  the  speech. 

The  whole  speech  is  an 
excellent  example  of  how 
easily  we  might  get  deceived 
into  sincerely  believing  that 
we  are  keeping  our  own 
counsel,  even  leading  the 
pack,  while  actually  losing 
out  to  the  world  and  simply 
reflecting  their  uninspired 
slogans  and  cliches. 

The  speaker  stated  firmly 
that  few  feminists  are  against 
the  family  unit.  Yet, 
somewhere  in  the  middle  of 
the  speech,  something  was 
said  to  the  effect  that: 
women  cannot  simply  decide 
to  be  a  person  after  waving 
goodbye  to  their  youngest 
child  going  to  college,  as 
talents  that  are  not  developed 
disappear.  Who  is  influencing 
whom,  anyway? 

Perhaps  motherhood  forces 
us  to  neglect  some  of  the 
terrestrial  talents  like  painting 
or  playing  the  flute.  But,  in 
return,  motherhood  offers  us 
in  fact  the  greatest  challenge 
on  earth  to  develop  our 
spiritual  (celestializing) 
talents  like  love,  obedience, 
control  over  the  natural  man, 
faith  in  the  power  of  prayer, 
awareness  of  the  need  for 
personal  revelation, 
dependency  on  God,  etc. 

And  if  we  lose  out 
somewhat  on  playing  the 
flute,  we  have  a  chance  to 
gain  infinite  terrestrial  talents 
in  the  areas  of  social  relations 


(while  coping  with  crises), 
special  interests  (as  the  kids 
get  involved  in  Scouting  or 
the  Little  League),  personal 
abilities  (as  sewing  for  them 
or  baking  the  four  dozen  of 
cookies  they  promised  the 
teacher)  as  well  as  spiritual 
discipline  (as  we  have  regular 
prayers,  family  evenings  and 
scripture  reading).  And  these 
opportunities  for  our  own 
growth  will  go  on  until  and 
beyond  our  children’s 
adulthood.  Motherhood  does 
not  impede  the  development 
of  talents. 

Later  it  was  suggested  that 
our  Mormon  girls  are  coming 
to  college  with  an 
exaggerated  home  and 


occupational  structure  shows 
that  most  jobs  are  actually 
repetitious,  monotonous  and 
conducive  to  developing  few 
terrestrial  or  celestial  talents. 
How  can  selling  dresses  all 
day  long  be  a  more 
challenging  and 
self-actualizing  activity  than 
being  a  mother?  What  about 
the  keypunch  operator  who 
punches  meaningless  figures 
all  day?  Increasingly, 
challenging  professional  jobs 
are  being  abandoned  as 
unsatisfactory.  And  before 
anyone  can  say:  “Yes,  but 
when  we  get  equal 
opportunity  at  men’s 
jobs.  .  .”  let  us  add  that  the 
great  majority  of  jobs  held  by

marriage  orientation.  This 
sounds,  again,  like  a  feminist 
slogan.  In  fact,  at  no  time  in 
the  history  of  mankind  can 
young  women  have  been  that 
mixed  up.  While  marriage  is 
seen  as  the  ideal  condition, 
our  girls  are  prepared  through 
their  youth  for  a  career  which 
they  will  have  to  give  up  as 
soon  as  marriage  becomes  a 
reality.  Such  ambivalence  can 
only  bring  dissatisfaction 
whatever  the  outcome. 


And  this  is  when  the 
speaker  offers  these  young, 
discontented  women  the 
inevitable  feminist  panacea 
for  all  and  every  one  of 
women’s  problems:  A  job, 
the  greatest  source  of 
intrinsic  satisfaction  and  of 
external  rewards-they  claim. 
But  reality  keeps  intruding.  A 
careful  analysis  of  the 


men  are  equally  boring  and 
unfulfilling. 

In  this  attractive  speech  we 
were  also  served  with  the 
usual  (if  subtle)  attack  on  the 
traditional  division  of  labor 
and  of  its  burden  on  both 
males  and  females.  It  would 
take  a  book  to  explain  how 
the  traditional  division  of 
labor  was  established  by  our 
Father  in  Heaven  from  the 
beginning,  and  why,  if  truly 
lived,  it  would  solve  the 
problems  the  family  is  now 
plagued  with.  Let  it  be  said 
that  doing  away  with  division 
of  labor  in  the  family  can 
only  lead  to  irresponsibility 
and  competition. 

Obedience  is  a  prerequisite 
to  obtaining  revelation  from 
God.  We  cannot  get  into  the 
mire  after  being  warned 
repeatedly  against  being  of 
the  world,  and  then  hope  for 


inspiration  to  recognize 
whatever  truth  may  happen 
to  be  in  the  mire,  and  expect 
to  be  guided  by  the  Spirit 
through  the  total  and  messy 
experience.  Instead,  let  us 
pray  for  the  strengthening  of 
our  testimony  so  that  we  can 
again  listen  to  the  voice  of 
our  living  Prophet  who 
consistently  reminds  us  of  the 
importance  of  the  family 
unit. 

Instead  of  joining  the 
feminist  movement  and 
further  family  disintegration, 
let  us  join  a  Mormon-led 
familistic  movement,  uniting 
men  and  women  as  they 
rebuild  the  family  unit 
together.  The  familistic 
movement  recognizes  that  the 
family  is  in  trouble  and  that 
through  the  ages  men  and 
women  have  often  failed  to 
implement  correctly  the 
model  suggested  by  our  Lord. 
It  recognizes  that  society  is 
no  longer  supporting  and 
rewarding  the  family  unit  and 
its  efforts  to  procreate  and 
socialize  children. 

It  can  help  us  understand 
that  the  biggest  challenge  we 
are  faced  with  today  as 
Latter-day  Saints  is  to 
prepare  a  generation  that  can 
live  the  Celestial  law  and  be 
ready  to  establish  Zion  when 
the  time  comes.  It  can  help  us 
re-evaluate  the  wordly  family 
practices  and  philosophies 
that  have  invaded  our  homes 
and  that  make  life  difficult.  It 
can  help  us  understand  that 
the  world  may  criticize  and 
persecute  us  for  obeying  the 
.commandments  of  the  Lord. 

Familism  is  our  answer  to 
the  feminist  movement,  an 
answer  which  will  truly  be 
part  of  the  ushering  in  of  the 
Millenium.
